Public Schools To 
Teach Advantages 
Democracy Enjoys 


Contractors Hear 
Building Technique 
Explained At Class 


f Advantages of the democratic 
form of government as con¬ 
trasted with communism, fascism 
and nazlsm will form the basis 
of a new unit of study in high 
schools of Los Angeles County 
under Instructions from A. R. 
Clifton, county superintendent of 
schools. 

Mr. Clifton made public today 
a comprehensive bulletin outlin¬ 
ing the special unit and declar¬ 
ing one of its purposes to be the 
preparation and development of 
"a real defense against subver¬ 
sive influences and activities 
which te-ad to undermine de¬ 
mocracy." 

The course contemplates prepa¬ 
rations of charts, addresses and 
es.says setting forth “the benefits, 
rights and responsibilities of citi¬ 
zens in our democracy” in con¬ 
trast with "the rights of the 
common people under fascism, 
communism and nazism." 

The bulletin proposes that 
these charts be publicly displayed, i 
that the tiest essays be published 
and that addresses be made by 
students before civic groups 
before civic groups throughout 
the county. 


Local building rules pertaining
